In 1916 Foch’s group of armies 
supplied the French element in the 
batule of the Somme. Towards the 
of that battle his reputation 
underwent a temporary — eclipse, 
motived no doubt largely by the dis- 
appointment felt both in England 
and in France as to the results; but 
also and perhaps more by somewhat 
obscure doubt and intrigues within 
the French staff. At that time the 
movement for Joffre’s supersession 
had come to a head and, it is said, 
his aherents within the headquarters 
sought to maintain him in power by 
suggesting that Foch, the most like- 
ly candidate for the place, was 
broken down in pealth.
